“Then Moses stood in the gate of 
the camp, and said, Who is on the 
Lord’s side? let him come unto me. 
And all the’ sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him.” Ex 32: 
26. 

Israel had rebelled against God and 
against Moses, and had set up a golden 
calf. Moses appeared among them and 
in great wrath broke down their idol 
and rebuked Aaron. The people were 
frightened by the presence of the ser- 
vant of God and his boldness. They 
sought their tents, only a few brazened 
it out. Moses, determined that this re- 
bellion must stop, summoned the 
faithful and the true to his standard, 
and those who responded were of the 
tribe of Levi. These with stern fidelity 
walked over, offered their service, full- 
filled their mission, and were made 
teachers in Israel forever. 

MEN OF DECISION 

God is looking for men who will de- 
cide for Him and Him alone. He is 
looking for this in both member and 
minister, and when He finds it He will 
reward it. Read Deut. 32:8-11 and you 
will see where God rewarded the fi- 
delity of the tribe of Levi. Like the 
true in Moses’ time, true men, loyal 
men must be men of decision, and if 
you have not decided, I beg you to de- 
cide now, for a dreadful conflict is on, 
the conflict between belief in God and 
atheism with all its fruits; Scripture

SIDE? LET HIM COME. 


The Lord’s friends must come over 
on His side. No time now for caviling, 
no time for striking bargains, God is 
calling for His friends and He says 
now is the accepted time. If you are 
His friend, come out in the open and 
own your allegiance to consecrate 
your life, your substance to Him. It is 
a privilege, and your duty presses you 
to walk out from idol worshipers. 
be that of men or gold, turn away, 
walk over on the Lord’s side, rally to 
His standard. I say STANDARD be- 
cause God has a standard and the 
spirit of idol worship is causing men 
to forsake it. A standard is a rule or 
measure set up by those in authority. 
So God has a standard for Himself. 
1 Pet. 1:16,“Be ye holy; for Iam holy.” 
Luke 1:70, Holy Prophets, a standard 
prophet. Luke 1:72, A holy covenant, 
a standard agreement. Luke 1:75, 
Serve Him in Holiness all the days of 
our lives a standard for service, His 
standard for men, Holy men. I Thess. 
-27, The standard for women. 1 Pet. 
:5, The standard for His Church. Eph. 
:27, Holy and without blemish. And 
since He has a standard church, it 
must needs stand for standard teach- 
ings. Justification by faith, Rom. 5:1; 
sanctification by the blood, Heb. 13: 
12; the Baptism with the Holy Ghost 
evidenced by speaking in other ton- 
gues, Act8 2:4; Acts 10:46; Acts 19:6. 
Not only does the Church stand for 
standard teachings along experimen- 
tal lines, but it stands for standard 
practices which call for a standard gov- 
ernment, set in by the Spirit, and he 
who would rebel against this great 
work of the Spirit is as guilty of re- 
bellion as those who reject the blood 
or the Spirit. 

MOSES A TYPE 

Acts 7:37, 38. He had gone in the 
mount to receive the covenant or law 
of God. The people rebelled in his ab- 
sence, even his brother became a party 
to this awful sin. So while Jesus has 
gone to the right hand of the Father to 
receive unto Himself a kingdom 
(authority to set up a Kingdom, Luke 
19:12) multiplied thousands have given 
themselves over to idol worship. And 
while many followed Moses out of 
Egypt great numbers of them never 
entered the promised land. 

As you read no one has to point out 
to you those who have turned back. 
Idol worship is on the increase, and at

A CRITICAL HOUR

my soul that I dare use the words of 
the Apostle Paui and I believe that I 
feel a moving of the same spirit that 
he felt when he said, “I pray you in 
Christ stead be ye reconciled to God.” 
At this critical hour, I am sure that 
should you fail to make right decisions 
the day of your turning back is at 
hand and your idol stands ready to 
indulge your hypocrisy while he en- 
slayes your spirit. Oh how can any 
friend of Jesus halt between two opin. 
ions? Seeing what I see I could not for 
one hour, no not one minute could I 
hesitate, Hear the prophet, Who is on 
the Lord’s side? let him come. Come 
over by refusing to conform to the 
world, its plans, its parties, its polu- 
tions.

“In those days came John the Bap- 
tist, preaching in the wilderness of 
Judea, And saying, Repent ye: for the 
kingdom ot heaven is at hand.”

By the way of repentance is the only 
access we have to the throne of grace, 
This subject should be impressed more 
upon the minds of the people. Repen- 
tance in some people’s confessions is 
entirely confidential between God and 
man. God and the confessor only 
know of the hidden things of the 
heart. In many other particular confes- 
sions or repenting of conduct it be- 
comes necessary for the individual to 
make restitutions to be able to appre- 
hend. 

WHAT IS REPENTANCE? 

Repentance is a deeper question 
than man expects to meet when he be. 
&:ns to consecrate himself to God. It 
is an impossible fact that a man 
not make repentance unto salvation 
godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance in his heart. He could repent 
in words but not in sincerity. We must 
seek with a contrite spirit and contri- 
tion must be upon our hearts and 
minds, Paul in speaking of repentance 
Says, “For godly sorrow worketh re. 
pentance to salvation not to be repent- 
ed of.” 2 Cor. 7:10. 

CONTRAST OF JOHN’S PREACHING 

John the Baptist was a man fully 
consecrated to God being filled with 
the Holy Ghost from his birth. He is 
better known to the Bible students as 
the forerunner of Christ, or as a mes- 
Senger, evangelist to prepare the way 
of the Lord who would suddenly come 
to His temple, Mal. 3:1, to take up the 
work that John could not do, “He must 
increase, but I must decrease.” John 
3:30. “In those days came John the 
Baptist, preaching in the wilderness 
of Judea, and saying, Repent ye: for 
the kingiom of heaven is at hand.” 
John the Baptist was the first to 
preach repentance to the people of 
Judea after the closing of the old 
covenant and the opening of the new. 
He was only commissioned of the Lord 
to preach baptism unto repentance. 
“And I knew him not: but he that sent 
me to baptize with water, the same 
Said unto me, Upon whom thou shalt 
see the Spirit descending, and remain- 
ing on him, the same is he which bap- 
tizeth with the Holy Ghost.” John 1: 
33. “I indeed baptize you with water 
unto repentance: but he that cometh 
after me is mightier than I, whose 
shoes I am not worthy to bear: he 
shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire.” Matt. 3:11. 

It is an evigent fact, according to 
the gospel of St. John, that John was 
a man from God commissioned to be 
a light unto the way of repentance. 
But it was not the true light that 
would light every man but only a wit- 
ness. John’s commission was to baptize 
unto repentance, confessing their sins 
and to bring forth fruits meet for re- 
pentance not as the vipers did with 
an outward show but it was to be with 
a sincere heart. Under the law it was 
commanded that they should bring a 
sin offering of blood (fowl or beast). 
John commanded them to confess and

CONTRAST OF CHRIST’S 
PREACHING 


From that time Jesus began to 
preach and to say, Repent for the king- 
dom of seaven is at hand, and the peo. 
ple which sat in darkness saw great 
light. Christ was the true anointed of 
the Lord to make petitions for the sing 
of His people. His preaching in the 
beginning was identically the same as 
that of John. Seemingly, according to 
the reading of the scripture, John 
baptized mostly those who were be- 
lievers or professors of Chrisianity 
under the law age. The preaching of 
repentance that Jesus preached was 
somewhat different from that of John’s. 
Christ came not to call the righteous 
but sinners to repentance for they that 
be whole need not a physician but they 
that are sick, and except ye repent ye 
shall all likewise perish. John says 
that Christ must increase and there 
were some necessary changes made in 
the mission of repentance after Christ 
came on the seene. 

Now after John was put in prison 
Jesus came into Galilee preaching 
the gospel of the kingdom of God, 
and saying, the time is fulfilled and 
the kingdom of Ged is at hand, Repent 
ye and believe the gospel. The time is 
fulfilled that Christ should take com- 
plete charge of the ministry to in- 
crease according to the scriptures of 
prophecy that repentance and faith 
should be preached that men should re- 
pent and believe the gospel. 


There is more to apprehend than 
just merely repenting and being bap 
tized. Baptism under the preaching of 
John was a work of faith, believing to 
the end of the saving of the soul, but 
today water baptism is only a work of 
obedience to our Lord and Sayior 
Jesus Christ. He has commanded all 
men everywhere to repent and believe 
the gospel. A man could proceed in the 
act of repentance and then not be a 
Saved man, for you must repent and 
believe. Works without faith is dead 
being alone and faith without works 
is dead. For that which is born of flesh 
is flesh and that which is born of 
spirit is spirit (spiritual birth), Peter 
in his discourse after Pentecost makes 
it very plain that there is something 
to do after repentance. “Repent ye 
therefore, and be convertd, that your 
sins may be blotted out.” Acts 3:19. 
Paul says, “If thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved.” Rom. 10:9. 

Repentance cannot be made without 
godly sorrow and after repentance 
grace cannot be received without faith. 
Repentance is the work of man. He 
must do the repenting of his past con- 
duct in godly sorrow and _ sincerity. 
The Lord is the author of faith and has 
the authority of saving the confessor 
but He will not do so until he believes 
that He is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him, “For by grace are 
ye saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God.” 
Eph, 2:8. “By whom also we have ac- 
cess by faith into this grace.” Rom. 5:2. 
We can easily see by the words above 
that a man is not saved at repentance, 
not until he believes with the heart 
unto salvation. 


OUR DUTY OF REPENTING 


The race of people today are the off- 
spring of Adam and were once thru 
the seed of Adam in close contact with 
God, being in the very image of Him 
and the likness of His personality. Not 
only were we in the image and likeness 
of Him, but in sincerity, and our hearts 
were like unto His, as pure and clear 
as the crystal sea and our souls were 
as free from sin as transparent glass 
is from being dark as the night and 
His Holy Spirit was continually mak- 
ing us happy and contented as being a 
family of God. It was the desire of God 
that man should be holy and live for- 
ever but thru the disobedience of our 
foreparents and their transgressions 
of the law of God we were all made to 
taste of sin and come into the world 
under condemnation and a curse.
